The resignation of Dr. E. J.:For- 
rester, for 27 years treasurer cf the 
Georgia Baptist convention, and the 
appointment of Rev. Spencer B. King, 
pastor of First Baptist church at 
Blakely, as fis successor, were an- 
nounced by the executive board of 
fhe convention follewing its spring 
meeting at the First Baptist church 
Tuesday. Dr. Forrester’s resignation 
was made necessary, he told the com- 
mittee, through prolonged and serious 
illness. 

Dr. King is widely known in Bap- 
tist circles and until September 1, 
1931, was superintendent of state mis- 
sions with headquarters’in Atlanta. 
His appointment is fer the unexpired 
portion of Dr. Forrester’s term, 

Dr. Forrester was for many years 
a member of the faculty of Mercer 
University and was until January 1, 
1932, pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Sparta. The board express- 
ed deep regret that Dr. Forrester was 
forced to resign. 

The meeting of the executive com- 
mittee Tuesday morning was given 
over to consideration of miscellaneous 
business under direction of James W. 
Merritt, executive secretary-treasurer, 
and Dr. J. C. Wilkinson, chairman, 
and the afternoon session was given 
over to a discussion of educational 
affairs.

Golney Seymour, Apache. 

But Seymour, 21, charged with the 
slaying of Miss Henrietta Schmerler. 
young Columbia University student, 
lost the traditional Indian stoicism 
when he faced his aged father, H-4, 
and showed emotion for the first time 
since he was arrested for the slaying. 

Miss Schmerler, living alone in a 
cabin on the reservation while work- 
ing under a fellowship granted for ex- 


centional scholarship, was found |

ILLEGITIMATE HAULING | 
ON HIGHWAYS SCORED 


Jule Felton, in Address at 
Jackson, Urges Enforce- 
ment of Laws. 


JACKSON, Ga.. March 15.—(4)— 
Jule W. Felton, of Montezuma, men- 
ber of the Georgia public service com- 
mission, told the ackson Kiwanis 
Club Tuesday night that it was the 
duty of every civic club, every trial 
judge, every law enforcement. officer 
in the state to carefully study and 
enforce motor carrier laws and rules. 

Tuesday night’s address was the 
first public utterance of Mr. Felton 
since he succeeded the late Calvin W. 
Parker on the public service commis- 
sion. . He was appointed until the 
next general election by Governor 
Russell. , 

“The duty of those I have men- 
tioned,” Mr. Felton said, “is as much 
to save human lives and the happi- 
ness of families and prevent accidents 
and heartbreaks as it is to incarcerate 
and prosecute murderers and kidnap- 
ers, if they can apprehend them. 

“Law violators can be caught on 
the open public highways of the state 
at night as well as day. And we can 
not soothe our conscience by saying 
that the laws and rules were impos- 
sible of enforcement. 

“I do not charge certificated car- 
riers with any law violation. But it 
is true that many people are haul- 
ing over the highways for hire who 
have not qualified under the law and 
who are violating the laws and -rules 
in many particulars. ; 

“Private individuals who haul their 
own property, and the commission has 
no jurisdiction over them when they 
bona fide own the property hauled 
(and do not buy it as a subterfuge 
to circumvent the law), are probably 
the worst offenders when it comes to 
overloading and operating with poor 
and dangerous equipment. 

“We lock up the drunkard who is 
armed with a weapon likely to produce 
death. Should we be less diligent as 
to persons armed with dangerous 
trucks or automobiles over whic 
they have little control by reason of 
excess load, poor brakes, lights, too 
high speed, etc.? 

“The highways were intended pri- 
marily for the individual travel of 
our citizens and their safety thereon 
is of first and foremost importance. 
It is my opinion that if 
have proper enforcement of the laws 
and thereby make the highways safe 
we must withdraw from the public 
the privilege of using them in haul- 
ing fom hire and give them back to 
those who have an inherent right as 
citizens to use them for whatever pur- 
pose.”

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Atlanta Flower Lovers Relate 
Phases of Cold Weather Damage 


Confidence in her flower garden in 
College Park- has not’ been shaken 
by the severe sethack resulting from 

e cold March weather, so declares 
Mrs. Oscar Palmour, well-known au- 
thority and horticultural lecturer. She 
positively believes that her sweet- 
peas planted in December will be on 
the upswing with advancing warm 
weather. . 

The plants were 12 inches: high be- 
fore the recent cold spell descended 
upon Atlanta, but ‘turned yellow as 
soon as frost hit the plants. Mrs. 
Palmour cut the yellow part off of 
the vines and’ from hér former expe- 
rience with sweetpeas, she expects 
every plant to blossom im the spring- 
time. e dahlia tubers in her gar- 
den were unhurt hecause none of the 
. foliage had pushed through the soil. 

Although the foliage on her rose 
bushes looks as if life was entirely 
extinct, Mrs. Palmour clipped the 
dead part away. and ‘she’ says the 
plucky bushes will thrive again with 
the return of balmy weather. Such 
was not the case with the Madonna 
lilies growing in her’ garden. Each 
plant was knee high, but the frigid 


weather rol robbed them of life oat none 
of the lilies will bloom this year. 
Mrs. Crown's Verdict. 

Mrs. T. R. Crown, who is teaching 
the garden school at the Holy Trin- 
ity church in Decatur this week, does 
not feel that the cold weather has 
killed many plants, but that the blos- 
soms are lost for this season only. She 
brings out the interesting point that 
the cold snap is actually of assistance 
to nurserymen and to lazy gardeners 
who were late with their planting, as 
a month longer will be allowed for 
planting on account of the _ cold 
weather. The extremely warm win- 
ter had caused the roses and shrubs 
to bud so fast that the planting sea- 
son was almost over when the cold 
weather began. The freezing tem- 
peratures caused the plants, roses and 
shrubs to become so dormant again 
that another month will be given to 
planting. 

Mrs. Crown’s specialties are prim- 
roses, azaleas, Japanese iris and hardy 
phlox. The two last are scheduled 
to bloom so much later that they were 
not harmed in the least. The azalea 


blossoms are gone for this year, but

The pink and white pansies 
in her garden were unhurt because 
they were well covered, as were her 
Madonna lilies. However, most an- 
nuals were ruined. Mrs, Hansell feels 
the greatest fear for the shrubs, which 
form the background for her garden. 
The bridal wreath, which was almost 
in full bloom, is ruined for the season, 
The pink weigelia plants were greatly 
harmed and among smaller plants the 
snowdrops. were in full bloom and 
were killed. 

Steals March on Cold. 

Mrs. E. P. MeBurney, who special- 
izes in tulips, stole a march on the 
frigid temperature and had the plants 
in her Peachtree road garden covered 
with 20 bales of hay ten days ago. 
The bulbs were planted last October 
and the foliage had reached a growth 
of five inches, some of the plants be- 
ing in bloom. None of the hay has 
been removed to date, because Mrs. 
McBurney will bide her time until the 
thermometer climbs to the proper tem- 
perature to make it safe for the tulips 
to be uncovered. 

The iris garden in Ansley Park be- 
longing to the Iris Garden Club, re- 
cently showered with honors upon the 
announcement of its winning a prize 
in the national garden contest, con- 
ducted by the: magazine Better Homes 
and Gardens, has suffered severe but 
not irrevocable damage, according to 
its president, Mrs. William Akers. 
“The larger part of our wonderful col- 
lection of iris plants will be saved, I 
think,” she said, “for only the plants 
that were in bud were killed outright. 
The others will recover the shock of 
the cold and bloom when it turns 
warm again.” But Mrs. Akers ex- 
pressed grave fear for the gorgeous 
azaleas which were a riotous mass of 
brilliant bloom in the iris garden when 
the coll snap came. In addition to the 
blooms being killed, the bark on the 
tender young stems was split by the 
cold gand a reliable local landscaper 
who examined the plants yesterday 
advised them being cut back almost to 
the ground, in the hope that they 
would put forth from the roots again. 

In Mrs. Akers’ personal garden a 
variety of plants, including lantana, 
candytuft, thrift, forget-me-nots, and 
stocks were in full bloom. around the 
lily pool in her rock garden, the plants 
having bloomed continuously all. win- 
ter until the cold came. Most of these 
were killed, but the hardier ones like 
candytuft and thrift she expects to 
come out and hloom again as soon as 
the warm weather returns. 

Peonies, those perennial plants with 
the handsome flowers of the genus 
Paeonia, were forever damaged this 
year if left uncovered during the cold 
weather, says EK. H. Wachendorf, of 
Wachendorf -Brothers..

“The imposition of a general sales 
tax woulkl meet with the unqualified 
disapproval of the 27,000,000 people 
upon the farms of this country,” a 
statement issued by Fred Brenckman, 
Washington representative of the 
Grange said. 

Represeritatives Doughton, of North 
Carolina, democratic member of the 
ways and means committee, and Ran- 
kin, democrat, Mississippi, called the 
meeting of the anti-sales tax group 
for tomorrow night. Representative 
La Guardia, republican, New York, 
is leading the independents against 
the provision.
